RIOT AND FIRE IN GEORGIA. 


Si-vcral Fersoni Killed In Duhiln and 


Brunswick Devastated by Incendiaries. 
ATLANTA, Ga,, Xov. 17.—At two o'clock 


yesterday morning word reached this city 
that a terrible riot was in progress in Dub- 
lin, Laurens County, one of tlio most thrifty 
towns in the State, with a population of 
3.000. The place is forty miles from 
railroad and telegraph, but meager reports

have been lost. What the present condition 
of affairs is is also unknown. Mounted mes- 
sengers were sent to learn the facts, but up 
to a late hour nothing had been heard from 
them.

The flames were quickly communicated to 
adjoining buildings and sped onward with 
uueoiitrcriabie fury. 
The wind carried tho 


llames through all tbe houses on Monk stre\rt, 
cast of Ogletliorpe street, and all north on 
(Jituit street. Xot a building v.as left stand- 
ing, and the scene wasoneof terrible devas- 
tation. Very few of the occupants of the 
structures had time to stive anything. It Is 
estimated that between seventy and eight}1 
buildings of various descriptions were de- 
stroyed. The total loss is placed at fully 
WaG.OOO. and tlie insurance will probably 
not exceed one-third of that amount. Eight 
H'ocks of stores are in ruins, nothing being 
left standing in most cases but tlie chim- 
neys. In addition to these are a large num- 
ber of private residences.
